It will not do to attempt to satisfy the 
people by withdrawing the circulation 
from the National Banks. That measure 
alone, without a settlement of the bond 
and taxation questions, will be little bet- 
ter than an aggravation of existing evils. 

It may be thought by the bondholders 
to he a sufficient "tub thrown to the 
whale" to satisfy the people, while they 
sail smoothly along and seenre the passage 
of a resolution declaring their bonds pay- 
able in gold, or the passage of measures 
that they vainly hope will secure aa early 
resumption of specie payments. 

Adopt the measures recommended in 
thi* letter, and as natnraliy and as snrely 
as the laws of nature, and without any 
shock, gold and greenbacks will become 
equally valuable and convertible, oee to 
the other, without cost; the Government 
providing nt the commercial centers gold 
for their redemption, when like our gold 
certificates they will command for certain 
purposes at times a small premium, la 
a comparative short time the one thou- 
sand millions of greenbacks will be found 
not to exceed the actual requirements of 
th® business of this immense country, for 
as gold and greenbacks become of equal 
value they will become the eirenlation of 
the Pacific States and Territories, where 
1 they do not now circulate at all 

Let Congress consider these measures 
in an enlightened, just, and liberal spirit, 
and settle all of them together by some 
comprehensive system of harmonious 
laws, ard our country will start on a new 
careerof prosperity.

Remedy fob Cold Feet in City Cars. — . 
The following is the pian adopted in 
France and other parts of Europe to keep 
tbe feet of car passengers warm This is 
accomplished by inserting an iron tube 
along the bottom of the car lengthwise in 
the center, between the rows of seats. 
This tube is raised a little above the flaor 
level of the car to afford a rest for the feet, 
yet not enough to make a stumbling block. 
When the car leaves the depot this tabs is 
filled with hot water, from a boiler kept 
heated for the purpose, and this water re- 
tains its heat and gives a pleasant warmth 
to tbe feet ot the passengers and the car 
generally, for about two hours, after which 
the tube is refilled at a convenient station 
on the road, it would be quite comfort- 
able these cold winter mornings to enjoy 
this convenience on our street cars.
